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‘ The Mentally Retarded 
| Children Within Our Church 


By Chaplain Sigurd D. Petersen 


It is generally estimated that three percent of the popu- 
lation of our country is mentally retarded in various de- 
grees. The school population of the United States is about 
30,000,000. Of these 900,000 boys and girls are retarded. 
According to these figures we should have within the 
‘membership of the United Ev. Lutheran Church approx- 
imately 1,860 mentally retarded adults and children, and 
of our 24,813 Sunday School children approximately 745 
vould be mental defectives. Besides the 3% (I.Q. below 
0) there is another 5% of our children and young people 
who are borderline defectives (IQ. 70-79) who need 
special consideration especially in the area of feeling ac- 
epted in an average group. 


handicapped children such as the blind, crippled, polio 
' victims, etc., but very little to the mentally handicapped. 
Fe. Attached to the terms used to describe these unfortunate 
is a stigma that tends to set them apart and heap upon 
their families an added load to a burden already too 
_ heavy to bear. Any abnormality tends to make us with- 
_ drawn from the victims. We become uneasy in their pres- 
-ence and no doubt these feelings on our part are trans- 
ferred to them. If this is true of physical defects it is 
doubly true of mental abnormality. The consequences are 
obvious. The mentally defective have either been shunted 
off to institutions for custodial care or been hidden away 
in the home. There are notable exceptions. No doubt 
most of us know of individuals who are a part of the 
church life, who have been accepted over the years and 
“would even be missed if they should fail to come. They 
are exceptions, however, and what has made their pres- 
ence acceptable is closely related to the well integrated 
: church life of the family. 
__ What is needed is a shift from a negative feeling about 
these people to a positive acceptance. Our Christian po- 
sition must be that these, too, are God’s children redeem- 
ed by Christ. They, too, have a ‘soul, an inner life; that 
needs to be nourished. It is up to the rest of us to learn 
the know-how.
